Rev. Sir—To ascertain what is truth, in regard to 
religion, or in other words, to ascertain what that 
doctrine is, which was taught by our Saviour and his 








apostles, has been the theme of my meditations for 
many years ; and as I do not wish to be deceived in 
this great and important concern, in which every in- 
telligent being is equally interested ; my solicitude 
has made me more than an ordinary observer of the 
conduct of professors of religion, in order to ascer- 
tain whether their walk and conduct in life,were such, 
as to make a visible distinction between professors 
and the rest of the community ; and asI have never 
belonged to any church myself, my observations in 
regard to the conduct of the different churches, and 
their members, I think may be considered somewhat 
impartial. But as in the course of my observations, I 
have discovered some things in regard to the conduct 
of some of the churches, in this town, and also in re- 
gard to their members, which appears to me very 
mysterious. If you can, and will have the goodness 
to give a solution of what appears to me so mysteri- 
ous, and in a way that will not be derogatory to their 
characters as christians, you will confer a great fa- 


vour, and by so doing, it will enable me to continue | 


my confidence and respect towards them. 
The first mystery is this—in conversing with mem- 


bers of the Calvinistic Church, they have freely con- | 


fessed, that the universal doctrine was far more con- 
sistent than that of the Arminian ; and in conversing 
with members of the Arminian faith, they have as 
freely confessed that the Universal doctrine was far 
more consistent than that of Calvinism ; and if I am 
not mistaken, Calvinists have been excommunicated 
for embracing the Arminian doctrine—and Armin- 
ians have been excommunicated for embracing the 
Calvinistic doctrine : But what renders this mysteri- 
ous, is, that both Calvinists and Arminians unite to 
beat down the doctrine of God’s universal and impar- 
tial grace ! This, sir, is one mystery I want you to 
explain. 

The second, is this : 
ministers will exchange pulpits, and thunder out 
their anathemas, in the greatest strain of eloquence, 
against the doctrine which was preached by DEITY 
himself, to Abraham, and in their zeal, will cry out

But, lest this should be the 
case, before I proceed to state the third mystery, I 
will just give them a sketch of what one Universalist 
believes, which is this. I believe in one GOD, the 
common Father of the whole human family, whose 
tender mercies are over all his works; and in one 
Mediator, the man Christ Jesus ; who gave himself a 
ransom for all, to be testified in due time ; I believe 
that God had a design in creating man, and that that 


design must have been a good one, viz. that of his’

that DEITY his given to man acode of good and 
wholesome laws, for his government and benefit, and 
that the most essential point in these laws is im- 
printed in every man’s heart, viz. to do unto others, 
as they would that others should do unto them ; and 
that a violation of any of these laws, is sin, and that 
sin must and will be punished.

nected, and that as long as mankind remain sinners, 
just so long (no matter what state they are in) they 
will be unhappy. Ifurther believe, that salvation, 
or an emancipation from sin, and consequently from 
misery, is the free gift of God. An apostle hath told 
us, “ By grace ye are saved, through faith ; and that 
not of yourselves ; itis the gift of God : not of works, 
lest any man should boast.” And that man cannot 
do any thing to merit this gift. I believe that all 
good men pray for the salvation of all, and that all 
will agree with me, that it would be a most impious 
prayer, for one to pray against it. St. Paul says, ‘J 
exhort therefore, that first of all, supplications, pray- 
ers, intercessions, and giving of thanks, be made for 
all men, for kings, and for all that are in authority, 
that we may lead a quiet and peaceable life in all 
Godliness and honesty, for this is good and accepta- 
ble in the sight of GOD, our Saviour, who will have 
ALL men to be saved, and to come unto the knowl- 
edge of the truth.” And he also commands men to 
‘pray every where, lifting up holy hands, without 
wrath and doubting.” The Universalists do ~pray 
without wrath and doubting ; and all good men pray 
for the salvation of all, notwithstanding they may 
have their doubts. 

What cohstitutes the third mystery, is this: How 
is it possible that a man can, with a clear conscience, 








pray for that very doctrine to be true, which the Uni-« 
versalists preach, and which the volume of inspiration 
abundantly proves, and at the same time to stigma- 
tize that doctrine with the appellation of: the devil’s 
doctrine 2 Rey. sir, do be so good, if possible, as to 
explain these mysteries, in a way that will not tarnish 
| the christian character.

On Wednesday evening, November 3d, Mr. Richard 
Kiddy was called before the committee of Rev. Mr. 
Wilson’s church ; (he having attended to the call of 
previous committees.) Mr. Eddy stated to this last 
committee his religious views, as he had formerly 
done to the other committees, and observed, that he 


had stated, and again repeated his request for a dis- | 


mission to join the Universalist Church. The Pastor, 
Rev. Mr. Wilson, observed, that no person should 
have a dismission to go to that synagogue of satan / 
The committee then concluded to call a church 
meeting of male members the next Wednesday even- 
ing. On Sabbath, Nov. 7th, at their communion 
season, and before the whole church, say, about 300 
members, the Pastor stated, that there must bea 





church meeting for discipline, on the succeeding | 
Wednesday evening, (10th Nov.) on account of two 
of their members, one of which, Mr. Richard Eddy, 
denied all the fundamentals of the christian faith.— 
The meeting above noticed, convened, which con- 
sisted of but rweyry-one males: when Mr. Eddy 
arose and read the following : 


“ Brethren—You ate doubtless acquainted with the 
design of this meeting ; it is therefore unnecessary 
that I offer any remarks by way of explanation. 

My views, with respect to the christian religion, 
are well known to many present ; but I have been, 
as I understand, accused by the Pastor of this church, 
of denying the fundamental principles of the christ- 
ian faith. To this, I feel myself in duty bound to re- 
ply, *‘ touching all things whereof I am accused” be- 
fore this church : wherefore, I beseech you to hear 
me patiently. I shall in as brief a manner as possi- 
ble, explain to you, my respected brethren in the 
Lord, my present views of the christian scheme. I 
declare unto you all in the presence of the all-seeing 
JEHOVAH, the following to be the essentials of my 
faith, as drawn from the scriptures of divine truth. 


First. 1 believe in one GOD, who is omniscient, om- 
nipotent and omnipresent ; the CREATOR and sole 
Proprietor of the universe. 

Second. I believe in one Lord Jesus Christ, ap- 
pointetl and elected of God, to be the propitiation 
for the sins of the whole world : that Ais is the only 
name given under heaven among men whereby we 
must be saved. 


Third. 1believe in one baptism, namely, the bap- 
tism of Christ ; “he shall baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost and with fire ;” and that this baptism is that 
which can alone cleanse from moral pollution, and 
bring us into the enjoyment of eternal life. 


Fourth. I believe in the doctrine of rewards and 
punishments, as taught in the scriptures of divine 
truth. ‘* The righteous shall be recompensed in the 
earth, much more the wicked and the sinner.”’-— 
“ There is no peace to the wicked, saith my God.” 
“ The way of transgressors is hard.” ‘He that do- 
eth wrong shall receive for the wrong which he hath 
done : anc there is no respect of persons” with 
God. “ That no chastening for the present seemeth 
to be joyous, but grievous ; nevertheless, afterward 
it yieldeth the peaceable fruits of righteousness unto 
them which are exercised thereby.” ‘* Great peace 





have they that love thy law, and nothing shall offend 
them.” “For the work of righteousness shall be 
peace ; and the effect of righteousness, quietness 
and assurance forever.” 

Fifth. I believe that all mankind are judged ac- 
cording to the deeds done in the body, by the man 
Christ Jesus, who is appointed of God the Judge of 
quick and dead. ‘ He shall not fail nor be discour- 


aged till he have set judgment in the earth, and the 


isles shall wait for his law.” “ Now is the judgment 
of this world ; now is the prince of this world cast 
out ; and I, if I be lifted up from the earth, will draw 
allmen unto me.” “For the time is come that 
judgment must begin at the house gf God, and if it 
first begin at us, what shall the end of them be that 


obey not the gospel of God.” “And when he is 


come (the Comforter) he will reprove the world. of | 


sin, and of righteousness, and of judgment: of sin, 
because they believe not on me; of mghteousness, 
because I go te my Father, and you see me no more ; 
of judgment, because the prince of this world is judg- 
ed.” 

Sixth. 1 believe that Jesus Christ, as stated by him- 
self, ““came down from heaven, not to do his own 
will, but the will of him that sent him.” And this 
(saith he,) is the will of him that sent me, that of all 
which he hath given me I should lose nothing, but 
should raise it up again at the last day.” 

Seventh. believe that all things are given to Christ 
in the covenant of redemption: for it is written, 
‘‘ The Father loveth the Son and hath given all things 
into his hands.” ‘“ And thou hast given him power 
over all flesh that he should give eternal life to as 
many as thou hast given him.” And the Saviour de- 
clares, “ Allthe Father giveth me, shall come to 
me ; and him that cometh to me, I will in no wise 
cast out.” 
salvation of the whole intelligent creation. ‘* God 
will have all men to be saved and come unto the 
knowledge of the truth.” Ibelieve this to be the 
revealed will of Jehovah, and a will of purpose. “Hav- 
ing made known unto us the mystery of his will ac- 
cording to his good pleasure which he hath purpos- 


ed in himself, that in the dispensation of the fullness | 


of times, he might gather together in one, all things 
in Christ ; both which are in heaven, and which are 
on earth, even in him.” ‘Who hath saved us, and 
called us with an holy calling, not according to our 
works, but according to his own puxpose and grace 
which was given us in Christ Jesus before the world 
began, but is now made manifest by the appearing 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, who hath abol- 
ished death and brought life and immortality to light 
through the gospel.” 

Eighth. U believe all mankind will be raised from 
a state of death and corruption, to immortality and 
eternal life. ‘* For as in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ shall all be made alive.” ‘* Behold, I show you 
a mystery, we shall not all sleep, but we shall all be 
changed in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at 
the last trump ; for the trumpet shall sound, and the 
dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we shall be 
changed. For this corruptible must put on incor- 
ruption, and this mortal must put on immortality.”

ly oracles of God ; and I submit to you, brethren, 
whether, with these views. you can in charity and 
christian candour, deny me the prerogative of christ- 
ian fellowship: But, knowing that many of the mem- 
bers of this church do not consider me entitled to 
their fellowship, and agreeable to my own feelings, 
I request a letter of dismission to the Finst Unrver- 
satist Cavreu in this town, with such a recommen- 
dation as you can conscientiously bestow.” * 

After which, some questions were asked him, and 
among the rest, the following, which are here given 
to the public, in order to show what this church con- 
sider the fundamentals of the christian faith. ‘Do 
you believe in a real personal devil, that was once an 
angel of light ?”? “Do you believe in a general judg- 
ment, and rewards and punishments after the gene- 
ral resurrection ”* These questions being answered 
in the negative, it was considered proper to with- 
| draw fellowship from him, and deny to him the pre- 
rogative of the christian name.
